PROTECT THE SANE.
The commi-siou which has prepared cer¬

Several ot the
suggestions therefore are of increased UBOBO
tiona against such possibilities, while abundant

facilities are afforded for the escape of any ono

of sound mind who has been sirWgled
through the outposts of experts into nu unde¬
served confinement.
There is an element of romance in the situa¬

tion ol an unwarranted consignment to a living
tomb which has coinineiidetl it to such novelists
as Wilkie Collins and Charles Meade, and has

deeply impressed a public, always eager lor sen¬

sations. One tale from rea1 life of an innocent
troetiog wile tom from her friends by a faith¬
less anshnnd to weep behtod the bara of aa Bay-
lam will immediately convince the susceptible
reader that every Bayham iu the eooatry is filled
with similar victims, .et such crimes are hap¬
pily of rare occurrence, and it is impossible.
